council and puts it into efficient 
form for prom pt and decisive ac­ 
tion in event of an emergency. 
Earl E. Gibbs is director of the 
new council and has full charge 
of its activities. 


WILL ASSUME CONTROL 


In the event of an emergency 
he w ill assume control of the 
city governm ent and b e in full 
charge of all branches of civilian 
defense activity. 
A board of not less than five 
or more than eight, to hold of­ 
fice for one year, w as created. 
This board will be appointed la t­ 
er by the council. 


FULLEST PROTECTION 


The measure, designed to give 
Palm Springs fullest protection 
in event of an emergency, had 
been given long study by the 
council. 
Centralized authority is provid­ 
ed under the bill with the direc­ 
tor in full charge of all precau­ 
tions and preparations for any 
emergency and responsible 
for 
the conduct of the defense coun­ 
cil during an em ergency. 
The m ayor and city m anager 
are appointed ex-officio mem bers 
of the council.

and agricultural

ployees and am ong those w ork­ 
ing for 
religious, charitable or 
educational institutions and gov­ 
ernm ental agencies. They are in­ 
correct. 
The only exem ption is 
entailed 
in 
the allowance of 
$624.00 
p er person per year. All 
individuals who earn m ore than 
$624.00 in 1943 w ill have to file 
a Victory Tax retu rn between 
January 1, and M arch 15, 1944. 


TAX IS DEDUCTED 


“All employees, except agricul­ 
tural and domestic, will have this 
tax deducted by th eir em ployers 
from their pay checks a t the rate 
of 5 per cent of th eir gross wages 
over $12.00 per week. Thus they 
will arrive at th e end of 1843 
w ith th eir Victory Taxes paid. 
Against these taxes they will be 
allowed certain credits—but that 
is a m atter which they w ill settle 
in 1944. 
"Victory Tax deductions of 5 
per cent m ust be m ade by em­ 
ployers on all w ages over $12.00 
per week paid on and after Ja n ­ 
uary 1, 1943 regardless of when 
the wages were earned. 
“No deductions will be made 
from the wages of agricultural or 
domestic employees. But, and this 
is most im portant,” emphasized 
Collector 
Rogan, 
“these 
em ­ 
ployees will pay their 
Victory 
Tax early in 1944 along w ith their 
regular 1943 incom e tax. 


EMPLOYERS MUST FILE 


“All em ployers now filing em ­ 
ploym ent tax retu rn s w ill also 
file Victory Tax returns to re­ 
port all wages 
w ithheld 
from 
their employees. These retu rn s on 
Form V -l will be required quar­ 
terly. We hope to forw ard all 
necessary forms and instructions 
to these em ployers 
w ithin 
the 
next few weeks. 
“C haritable, educational, relig­ 
ious organizations, 
and 
govern­ 
m ental agencies w hich are not 
now 
w ithholding 
em ploym ent 
taxes and whose nam es are not 
in our files should com m unicate 
w ith our office in order th a t these 
forms m ay be sent them ,” con­ 
cluded Rogan.

Mrs. Loren J. Mead 
Arrives to Manage 


Village Inn Here 


Quite an interesting person is 
Mrs. Loren J. Mead, who arrived 
in Palm Springs recently to as­ 
sume the management of The 
Village Inn, the former manager, 
Mrs. Mary Alford having been 
Cross to take her examinations 
prior to over-seas duty with that 
organization. 
Mrs. Mead has lived in China 
for a number of years, where her 
husband is manager of West Chi­ 
na Territory for Standard Vac­ 
uum Oil Co. Mr. Mead, who is 
affectionately 
known 
by 
his 
friends and associates as “W in­ 
dy”, is still in China and writes 
interesting accounts of his ex­ 
periences there. 
FLEE FROM NANKING 


Mrs. Mead and her two sons 
Donald and Loren (both of whom 
were born in China) fled from 
Nanking in 1937 after Japanese 
bombing and invasion. They lat­ 
er returned to Nanking and liv­ 
ed there under Japanese domi­ 
nation for a year and a half until 
ordered home by the State De­ 
partment 
before 
the 
United 
States entered the war. Mr. Mead 
is at present in Chungking fol­ 
lowing a four month’s stay in 
Rangoon till it fell to the Jap ­ 
anese, 
making 
the convoy to 
Chungking over the Burma Road. 
His recent letter indicats the cost 
of living in Chungking: Butter 
(if obtainable) is $9.00 (U. S. A.) 
per pound, one Arrow shirt $40 
Parker pen $100, native fish is 
$3.00 
per 
pound, but pork is 
plentiful. 
CHINESE MORALE HIGH 


Mr. Mead states that the mo­ 
rale of the Chinese people has 
been strengthened since many of 
our bombers are assisting their 
grand forces and urges all Amer­ 
icans to devote themselves to the 
war effort wherever possible to 
replace those needed for active 
duty. He stresses the point that 
this war does not concern just 
the military, but every Ameri­ 
can. 
Mrs. Mead’s older son Donald, 
is now an Ensign in the United 
States Navy and the younger 
son Rodney, who attends school 
in Santa Ana, is spending the 
holidays with his mother in Palm 
Springs.

Mr. M ead 
is at present in Chungking fol­ 
lowing a four m onth’s stay in 
Rangoon till it fell to the Ja p ­ 
anese,

the convoy to 
Chungking over the Burm a Road. 
His recent letter indicats the cost 
of living in Chungking: B utter

pound, but pork is 
plentiful. 
CHINESE MORALE HIGH 


Mr. Mead states th at the m o­ 
rale of the Chinese people has 
been strengthened since many of 
our bombers are assisting th eir 
grand forces and urges all A m er­ 
icans to devote them selves to the 
w ar effort w herever possible to 
replace those needed for active 
duty. He stresses the point th at 
this w ar does not concern ju st 
the m ilitary, but every A m eri­ 
can. 
Mrs. Mead’s older son Donald, 
is now an Ensign in the U nited 
States Navy and the younger 
son Rodney, who attends school 
in Santa Ana, is spending the 
holidays w ith his m other in Palm 
Springs.

A bear with a sweet tooth 
led to claims am ounting to $125 
j being filed with the state board 
of control at Sacram ento by 
two local apiarists. 


The claims w ere m ade to the 
state board by B ert Jost of this 
city, who has his bee ranch in 
M illard canyon, and by Theodore 
D arían of Cabazon. 
The two bee m en m aintained 
the state was responsible for the 
dam age because the 
fish 
and 
gam e commission originally re ­ 
leased some bears in the San B er­ 
nardino m ountains as an experi­ 
m ent. A fter sim ilar damage had 
occurred the bears w ere ordered 
killed in 1937 but apparently not 
all m et this fate. 
A letter from the 
fish 
and 
game commission 
accom panied 
the ranchers’ claims. 
It stated 
th at only one of the bears re ­ 
leased in the San 
B ernardino 
m ountains, w ere still loose and 
that, as soon as it came out of 
hibernation, it w ould be killed. 
In their claims Jost said th at 
betw een October 15, 1941, and 
January 1, 1942, the lone bear 
had sm ashed 16 colonies of bees, 
w hile D arían charged the bear 
had destroyed hives 
valued at 
$37. 
The claims w ere taken under 
advisem ent by the board.
